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(57) Abstract: There is provided 
an echo canceller capable of 
appropriately canceling an echo 
even when a signal to be passed 
contains a low-range frequency 
component, by using a small 
amount of calculation. The echo 
canceller includes: echo replica 
forming means for forming 
an echo replica signal from a 
far-end input signal by utilizing 
an adaptive filter having a filter 
unit and a coefficient updating 
unit; and echo removal means 
for removing an echo component 
in the near-end input signal 
by subtracting the echo replica 
signal from the near-end input 
signal. The echo canceller further 
includes offset removal means 
for removing an offset component 
attributed to the affect of the 
low-range frequency from the 
filter coefficient of the adaptive 
filter.
